MESSAGE 


Dear  Fellow  Members  -  from  time 
to  time  the  question,  “What  are  the 
duties  of  each  of  the  elected  offic¬ 
ers?”  is  asked.  This  month,  and 
next,  I  will  list  the  duties  of  each 
elected  official.  This  will  give  you  a 
picture  of  the  responsibilities  carried 
by  each  officer,  and  will,  perhaps, 
help  you  in  deciding  whom  to  con¬ 
tact  regarding  a  problem  you  may 
have. 

The  President  shall  have  general 
supervision  over  all  affairs  of  the 
association.  His  duties  shall  include, 
but  not  be  limited  to: 

1.  Preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
association 

2.  Call  meetings  of  the  Governing 
Board 

3.  Name  appointive  officers,  ex¬ 
cept  the  Editor  of  the  official 
publication.  Such  appointments 
shall  be  subject  to  approval  of 
the  Governing  Board 

4.  Fill  by  appointment  any  vacan¬ 
cy  in  an  elective  or  appointive 
office.  Such  appointee  shall  be 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Board  and  shall  be  gov¬ 
erned  by  all  regulations  as  were 
those  whose  vacancy  they  fill 


5.  Appoint  temporary  committees 
and  remove  same  at  will 

6.  Co-sign  checks  drawn  by  the 
Treasurer 

7.  Issue  a  call  for  the  nomination  of 
officers 

8.  Invite  appointive  officers,  active 
committee  chairmen,  requested 
by  the  Governing  Board  and 
other  persons  when  their  pres¬ 
ence  will  benefit  the  organiza¬ 
tion,  to  attend  regular  and  called 
meetings 

9.  Serve  ex-officio  as  a  member  of 
all  committees 

The  First  Vice-President  shall: 

1.  Assist  the  President  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  duties 

2.  Preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
President 

3.  Succeed  to  the  office  of  President 
should  that  office  become  va¬ 
cant  before  the  elected  Presi¬ 
dent’s  term  has  expired. 

4.  Supervise  all  educational  pro¬ 
jects:  the  TNA  NEWS  and  its 
Editor,  and  the  TNA  Memorial 
Library 

5.  Aid  and  supervise  the  Youth 
Program  Chairman  in  his  duties

WHAT  KIND  OF  COLLECTION?

An  important  area  of  concern,  es¬ 
pecially  for  the  newer  collectors  or 
for  collectors  who  have  primarily 
been  buying  randomly,  is  that  once 
they  have  narrowed  their  interests 
down  to  one  or  a  few  areas  of  collect¬ 
ing,  they  must  then  decide  how  to 
arrange  these  given  areas.  For  Uni¬ 
ted  States  collectors,  this  is  not  par¬ 
ticularly  difficult,  but  for  those  who 
collect  foreign  coins  like  myself,  this 
can  be  quite  a  problem. 

Often,  when  an  area  of  concentra¬ 
tion  is  selected,  the  beginner  tries  to 
acquire  as  many  coins  in  that  area 
as  he  can,  and  set  up  some  form  of 
order.  A  system  must  be  established, 
but  does  he  stick  to  collecting  types 
or  try  to  collect  every  year  and  type? 
Let’s  look  at  an  example. 

My  personal  interest  is  Germanic 
coinage.  That's  not  so  difficult  you’d 
think,  because  Germany  was  cre¬ 
ated  in  1872  and  with  only  114  years 
to  consider,  there  can’t  be  that  much 
variety  in  coinage  produced  -  right? 
Well,  as  it  happens,  that  isn’t  neces¬ 
sarily  true.  There  is  a  surprisingly 
large  amount  to  deal  with.  First, 
Germany,  as  we  know  it  today,  is  in 
its  fourth  organization  since  its  es¬ 
tablishment.  From  1871  to  1918,  it 
was  Imperial  Germany.  From  1919- 
1933,  it  was  the  Weimar  Republic. 
Nazi  Germany  lasted  from  1933- 
1945,  and  from  then  on  it  has  been 
the  Federal  Republic  in  two  forms 
itself.  If  you  include  East  German 
coinage,  notgeld  and  other  interim 
forms,  you  have  an  enormous  num¬ 
ber  of  coin  types.  The  Handbook  of 
Emergency  Coinage  of  Ger¬ 
many  listed  8500  types  of  notgeld 


alone. 

So,  let’s  pick  a  particular  denomi¬ 
nation,  for  example  -  the  10  pfennig 
piece.  The  general  collector  might 
think  a  complete  year  set  would  total 
about  200  coins  -  hard  work,  but 
attainable.  But  let’s  look  closer!  The 
earliest  designs  (1873-1888)  were 
made  at  nine  different  mints  for  a 
total  of  approximately  60  different 
issues,  some  of  them  being  very  rare. 
A  rough  guess  would  be  that  there 
are  around  800  types  of  regular  is¬ 
sues  to  be  found.  If  one  collects  all  10 
pfennig  types  made,  there  are  easily 
another  500  examples  in  notgeld 
(1917-1923)  and  specialized  forms. 
Obviously,  the  beginning  collector 
should  probably  work  at  a  type  set, 
otherwise  his  accomplishments  may 
be  very  limited.  I  collect  by  types  and 
have  no  regrets.  My  types  number 
about  500  and  I  have  a  very  long 
way  to  go.  In  some  areas,  notably 
commemoratives,  I  haven’t  really 
even  started. 

To  conclude,  set  your  limits  at  the 
beginning.  If  you  must  collect  a  full 
set  (years  and  types),  start  small. 
One  member  of  the  Gateway  Coin 
Club  in  San  Antonio  specializes  in  'h 
mark  coins.  This  set  has  about  48 
coins  total  and  even  though  our  col¬ 
lector  has  been  at  it  for  years,  he  is 
still  searching,  not  only  to  fill  still 
vacant  holes  in  his  set,  but  also  to 
upgrade  and  improve  the  existing 
stock.  I  think  this  is  very  smart  and 
hope  he  ends  up  with  the  best  collec¬ 
tion  around.  What  ever  you  decide 
on,  good  luck  with  it.

#  Superb  Quality  U.S.  Numismatic  Coins

When  I  wrote  my  article  on  the 
Exchange  National  Bank  of  Den¬ 
ton,  Texas,  I  did  not  have  a  note  to  go 
along  with  the  story.  At  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Paper  Money  Show  in  June,  I 
acquired  one  and  it  is  now  my  favor¬ 
ite  note  and  also  my  highest  denom¬ 
ination  note.  This  bank  only  issued 
$5,  $50  and  $100  notes  and  this  is  the 
third  to  the  last  $100  issued  —  Serial 
#498.  This  is  a  very  beautiful  note, 
front  and  back.  I  also  began  to  won¬ 
der  about  the  man  pictured  on  the 
note  -  John  J.  Knox.  Who  was  he  and 
what  did  he  do  to  be  pictured  on  our 
nation’s  currency?  Following  is 
what  I  learned: 

John  J.  Knox  was  born  on  March 
19,  1828  in  Augusta,  New  York.  He 
graduated  from  Hamilton  College  in 
1849.  Starting  in  1852,  he  worked  in 
various  banks  as  a  teller.  This  was 
until  the  early  1860s  when  he  and 
his  brother  were  conducting  a  pri¬ 
vate  banking  business.  He  pub¬ 
lished  an  article  advocating  a  na¬ 
tional  banking  system  and  this  led 


to  him  being  appointed  a  clerk  in  the 
United  States  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment.  He  held  this  position  until 
1865.  In  1866  he  was  putin  charge  of 
the  mint  and  coinage  correspon¬ 
dence.  He  became  deputy  comp¬ 
troller  of  the  currency  in  1867  and 
comptroller  in  1872.  In  a  period  of  10 
years  he  had  gone  from  clerk  to  one 
of  the  highest  positions  in  the  Trea¬ 
sury  Department! 

Knox  was  on  a  committee  that 
was  influential  in  the  passage  of  the 
Coinage  Act  of  1873.  This  Act  dis¬ 
continued  the  coinage  of  the  silver 
dollar.  On  May  1, 1884  he  resigned  to 
become  president  of  the  National 
Bank  of  the  Republic  in  New  York 
City.  He  remained  there  until  his 
death  on  February  9,  1892.  He  had 
numerous  writings  and  among  them 
was  the  book  “United  States  Notes: 
A  History  of  the  Various  Issues  of 
Paper  Money  by  the  Government  of 
the  United  States."  This  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  1884  and  has  been  re¬ 
printed. 
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The  following  article  Six  Flags  Over  Texas,  fifth  in  a  series  by  Bob 
Medlar,  appeared  in  the  November  1967  issue  of  TN  A  NEWS.

and  their  coinage  —  Part  V

Early  in  the  term  of  Mirabeau  B. 
Lamar,  Texas  started  issuing  Re¬ 
public  of  Texas  notes  (Redbacks)  in 
$5, 10,  20, 50,  100  and  500  denomina¬ 
tions,  and  their  corresponding 
change  notes  of  $1,  2  and  3.  There  is 
no  accurate  record  of  the  quantities 
issued,  either  individually  or  in  to¬ 
tal,  since  some  were  re-issued  and 
included  in  the  total  recorded.  When 
Lamar  was  replaced  by  “Ole  Sam” 
Houston  in  December  1841,  the  total 
debt  was  $7,300,000. 

President  Lamar’s  administra¬ 
tion  is  remembered  for  sizeable  ex¬ 
penditures,  too  many  employees  and 
too  large  a  navy  and  army.  It  should 
be  pointed  out  that  all  was  paid  in 
highly  depreciated  currency,  so  per¬ 
haps  they  were  not  too  high  when 
considered  against  their  equiva¬ 
lents. 

The  continued  depreciation  of  the 
finances  of  the  Republic  and  the 
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general  dissatisfaction  were  respon¬ 
sible  for  Sam  Houston’s  return  to  the 
presidency.  He  immediatly  tried  to 
reverse  the  fiscal  trend  toward  com¬ 
plete  bankruptcy.  He  recalled  all 
other  money  and  they  became  of 
value  only  to  pay  duty  and  taxes, 
which  immediately  made  them 
worthless.  He  issued  Exchequer 
notes  which  were  closely  controlled, 
parsimonously  issued,  and  des¬ 
troyed  when  redeemed.  So  success¬ 
ful  was  he  in  the  last  area  that  by 
1852  only  $13,  208.29  remained  out¬ 
standing.  Today  only  a  small  hand¬ 
ful  can  be  found. 

By  this  time  government  employ¬ 
ees  were  caught  in  a  financial 
squeeze  that  threatened  the  very  life 
of  the  Republic.  During  Houston's 
first  and  Lamar’s  administrations 
the  salaries  were  fairly  high  because 
they  had  been  established  so  as  to 
take  into  consideration  the  declin- 
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ing  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar. 
Sam  Houston,  in  his  political 
speeches  before  election,  had  scored 
this  extragance  and,  of  course,  when 
re-elected,  was  committed  to  cutting 
back  all  expenses,  including  salar¬ 
ies.  This,  however,  immediately 
threatened  a  loss  of  personnel  since 
a  salary  draft  of  $200  was  usually 
discounted  to  about  60  per  cent  and 
sometimes  to  20  per  cent  depending 
upon  the  fortunes  of  the  Republic  at 
the  moment. 

Some  of  the  retail  prices  at  this 
time  (August-October  1843)  were: 
Bacon,  per  lb. ,  9®;  Coffee,  per  lb.,  15<t; 
Corn,  per  bu.,  834®;  Lard,  lb.,  1‘/j®; 
Nails,  lb.,  10®;  Sugar,  lb.,  8®;  and 
Flour,  per  bbl.,  $8.  At  the  same  time 
salaries  had  been  reduced  to  where  it 
was  very  difficult  for  government 
employees  to  make  ends  meet  and 
many  were  forced  to  resign  and  go 
into  private  business. 

State  officials  were  actually  in 
better  shape  under  Houston’s  se¬ 
cond  administration  than  under 
Lamar’s.  Many  drafts  were  issued 
with  directives  written  on  them  from 
Sam  Houston  or  his  secretary  that 
they  were  to  be  honored  by  specific 
Custom  Offices,  and  these  offices 
were  to  pay  out  moneys  received 
only  upon  his  authorization.  Appar¬ 
ently  by  this  means,  Houston  was 
able  to  channel  much  needed  financ¬ 
ing  to  personally-approved  projects 
and  payrolls,  the  technique  was  ap¬ 
parently  necessary  to  keep  efficient 
officers  of  the  government  from  re¬ 
signing.  This  accounts  primarily, 
for  the  many  changes  in  signature 
combinations,  particularly  in  the 


change  notes  which  were  signed  by 
six  different  combinations  during 
Lamar’s  administration. 

Anson  Jones,  the  third  and  last 
president  of  the  Republic,  was  in¬ 
augurated  in  1844  and  carried  on  the 
policies  and  efforts  of  Sam  Houston. 
Jones’  avowed  goal  of  office  was  to 
complete  the  juncture  with  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  and  this  he  accomplished 
on  Dec.  31,  1845. 

“Viewing  the  entire  period  of  the 
Republic,  the  history  of  expendi¬ 
tures  falls  into  two  well-defined  div¬ 
isions,  one  extending  from  1836  to 
1841  and  the  other  from  1841  to  1846. 
Total  expenditures  for  the  first  per¬ 
iod  were  $7,128,873  or  $1,184,178 
annually.  The  greatest  drain  on  the 
Republic  and  the  chief  cause  of  its 
difficulties  was  the  military  and 
naval  expenditures.”  (Miller,  E.T.,  A 
Financial  History  of  Texas) 

The  main  manifestations  of  the 
Republic  are  the  tokens  of  her  big¬ 
gest  problem  -  the  paper  money. 
Often  seen  are  the  notes  called  Re¬ 
public  Notes  and  Audited  Drafts. 
Less  often  found  are  the  earlier  Gov¬ 
ernment  notes,  and  very  seldom  see, 
except  in  the  hands  of  advanced  col¬ 
lectors,  are  the  Star  Notes.  Rarest 
and  most  highly  prized  of  all  are  the 
few  Exchequer  notes. 

Thus  ended  the  Republic  and  its 
stormy  course  through  10  long  but 
progressive  years.  Remaining  were 
the  problems  of  changing  a  govern¬ 
ing  system  to  that  of  statehood  and 
liquidating  the  debt  of  the  Republic 
which  was  nearly  $10,000,000.  But 
this  story  was  a  problem  for  the  new 
state  of  Texas,  for  the  Republic  was 
no  more.

The  current  controversy  sur¬ 
rounding  the  subject  of  coin  grading 
is  certainly  a  heated  debate,  and  will 
probably  be  so  for  some  time.  This 
month’s  article  will  offer  a  few  tips 
on  grading  and  preservation  of  rare 
coins  to  equip  the  reader  with  the 
basic  knowledge  needed  to  fight  the 
grading  battle. 

One  of  the  best  sources  for  grading 
knowledge  is  Official  ANA  Grad¬ 
ing  Standards  for  United  States 
Coins.  By  reading  a  few  pages  in 
this  book,  a  collector  should  be  able 
to  accurately  grade  coins  in  a  short 
time.  Another  popular  grading  book 
for  coins  in  circulated  grades  is 
Photograde  by  James  F.  Ruddy. 
These  books  should  be  in  every  col 
lector’s  library,  as  they  are  consi¬ 
dered  the  cornerstone  of  grading  for 
a  majority  of  collectors.  Once  you 
are  armed  with  “book  knowledge,” 
practical  experience  will  be  of  great 
importance  to  your  grading  exper¬ 
tise. 

Seeing  and  grading  as  many  coins 
as  possible  will  be  your  best  educa¬ 
tion,  because  often  coin  grading  in¬ 
volves  comparing  coins  of  a  similar 
issue  to  one  another.  This  task  of 
comparison  involves  such  areas  as 


strike,  luster,  imperfections,  high 
points,  cleaning,  eye  appeal  and 
other  important  factors.  Learning 
about  these  grading  criteria  will  be 
your  best  source  of  education  on 
grading. 

Grading  a  coin  is  best  accom¬ 
plished  with  a  10-power  (lOx)  mag¬ 
nification  glass  (loupe).  Any  greater 
magnification  will  distort  your  per¬ 
spective  of  the  condition  of  the  coin. 
Attempt  to  view  one  whole  side  of 
the  coin  for  overall  eye  appeal.  Look 
for  scratches,  nicks,  dents,  discol¬ 
oration  and  wear  on  the  surface  of 
the  coin,  and  compare  your  results 
with  your  grading  guide. 

Remember  to  look  closely  for 
slight  signs  of  wear  on  a  coin  that  is 
presented  to  you  as  Mint  State.  Of¬ 
ten  these  coins  have  slight  wear  on 
the  high  points  of  the  coin,  which 
can  be  detected  by  a  slight  discolora¬ 
tion  or  rub  on  an  area.  The  rub  area 
will  show  up  best  if  the  coin  is  ro¬ 
tated  under  direct  light  while  view¬ 
ing.  If  you  notice  an  area  of  wear 
(friction  of  any  kind),  the  coin  is 
probably  About  Uncirculated  in¬ 
stead  of  Mint  State. 

Grading  is  probably  the  most  dif¬ 
ficult  area  of  study  in  numismatics.

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With  the  two  grading  books  men¬ 
tioned,  and  a  little  experience,  you 
should  be  able  to  grade  coins  con¬ 
sistently  with  only  occasional  ad¬ 
vice  from  more  experienced  collect¬ 
ors.
